TWJN FALLS.— It may seem early to be thinking about 
next fall's firewood, but the Sawtooth National Forest 
reports permits for wood cutting are already available in

Falls. He said It is still too early to enter sonie areas of the 
South Hills and permits will not be available In the Twin 
Falls Ranger District until June 15. 

"We think by that time most of the roads will be clear of 
snow and mud, at least to the woodcuttlngareas," hesald..

Hougaard said someone who normally uses fuel oil for 
heating cansave money if he can ht>at with a wood burning 
stove or flrqilace.
